The 
car wo* returning from Chlcksies park 
when a brake broke while descending a 
steep grade. There were about ninety 
pMMngenon board who became panic 
stricken when they saw the car was be- 
yond their control. 


The hill was a long one. 
Every 


moment the car gathered additional 
•peed until It is estimated it was running 
at the rate of fully a mile a minute, when 
it struck a sharp carve, left the track 
and ran across the turnpike. It struck a 
tree and toppled over Into a ditch upside 
down. 


Those who escaped Injuries crawled 


from the oat covered with blood. 
The 


unfortunates immediately began the work 
of rescue. The shrieks of the wounded 
and the pleadings of the seriously Injured 
to be out of misery made the situation 
horrible In the extreme. Added to this 
was tt» absence of light a short time 
after the wreck. 


The flrst body recovered was that of 


Henry Smith an Iron worker of Columbia 
who bad been instantly killed *)y a piece 
of wood piercing his head. Adam Foehn- 
inger, motorman, was crushed (o death 
under the car. Win. Plnkerton, a Col- 
umbia boy shared the same fate. 


Chief Burgess H. H. Hois of Columbia, 


who had been riding on the rear platform, 
jumped before the oar left the track. His 
lifeless body was fonnd a quarter of a mile 
back. His neck was broken. William 
Uetheger, of Columbia, had his legs 
crushed and died a few minutes after their 
amputation. 


W. J. Lndlow, manager of the Atlantic 


Fish Co., died from bis injuries at the hos- 
pital. Ebie Fitzerald, of Lancaster, died 
this morning. 
The left side of his head 


was crushed. There were many cases of 
broken arms and legs among the injured.

Herring, 
when fresh and in good condition, are 
splendid hai t for cod, but are of no nse 
whatever if they have become stale from 
long keeping. 
Catfish, buffalo and one 


or two varieties of the bass will bite 
bacon when, they will pay no attention 
•whatever to the luscious angleworm. 
The above and other facts which could 
easily be cited in proof have caused fish- 
ermen and scientists to come to the con- 
clusion that the senses of emell and taste 
are both remarkably developed among 
the finny tribe. —St. Louis Republic.

Some of Them Dellnnd to a Very Snail 


Number of Auditor*. 


It ia a curious fact that many of the 


great speeches which gave immortality 
to the orators who made them were de- 
livered in comparatively email rooms 
and to small audiences. Whan Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart- 
mouth college case, aside from the bar 
and the officials in charge of the room, 
there were not 50 persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis- 
tening senates and other high officials. 


When we read of Patrick Henry's 


wonderful display of eloquence, we see 
in pur mind's eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of people listening 
to bis burning words with almost 
breathless attention. Bat. in truth, 
many of these speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered ia a small room and to a few 
hearers—never more than 150. "Gerald 
it have been here, in this oaken ohapel 
of 60 pews," wrote Hosmer, tho gifted^ 
author of "Sprondro," "that Patridf 
Henry delivered tho greatest and beet 
known of all his speeches? Wag it hero 
that he uttered those words of doom so 
unexpected, and then so unwelcome, 
'We must fight?' Even here. But the 
worda were spoken in a tone and man- 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so impressed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awestricben. It waa 
only when the voioe of Bichard Henry 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora- 
tor, who rose to second the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they 
were oalled back to themselves." 


Sward's speech in defense of Wil- 


liam Freeman was undoubtedly the 
greatest and most brilliant effort of his 
professional life. It did for him more, 
perhaps, than the conduct of any case 
has given any other in the state of New 
York in perpetuating his name. And yet 
the audience that listened to him was 
lesa than 120 in number. A friend ex- 
pressed some surprise that an argument 
of so much power, learning and elo- 
quence should have attracted so few 
listeners.

Tbe unpleasant prominence In which 


this city has been brought with reference 
to the candidacy of W. Murray Crane, 
through the action of the stats branch of 
the federation of labor at Worcester, has 
teen tho principal toplo of discussion in 
political and Isboi circles this week. 
What the outcome of ths "stab" at Mr. 
Crane will bo, no one knows, but the 
events leading up to it are known to 
every one in this section. Perhaps U is 
unfortunate that a prominent man with 
clear i-ocord should be singled out as the 
one for the slaughter; yet there ie good in 
it, and the good is in the showing up of 
au absurdity that would not bo generally 
clear, perhaps, nnless pushed into such an 
extreme. The actions of tbe printers IB 
their fight against the TRANSCRIPT Pub- 
lishing company, which fight has resulted 
in the senseless and unjust attack on Mr. 
Crane, have been absurd and almost crim- 
inal. The absurdity lay In their supposed 
right and power to coerce the TRAN- 
SCRIPT company and the almost crimi- 
nality lay in the. fact that tbe boycott 
was used, yet used in • way to escape the 
penalty which the law would inflict. The 
main points of the TRANSCRIPT difficulty 
have been told over and over again, 
and are briefly that the TRANSCRIPT'S 
superintendent 
refused 
to 
connect 


himself with thojooal typographical un- 
ion. The union rebelled, the superinten. 
dent was thrown out of unionism, the 
TRANBOBirr employes were discharged 
for their share in the affair. A subsequent 
agreement was that they begin work 
pending an investigation aad settlement; 
the printer* failed t» keep the agreement 
and voted not to retuni to work, as was 
shown by a reluctant, reading Of their 
records before a committee of prominent 
business men called by themselves to hear 
both aides of tha controversy. This com- 
mittee had nothing to recommend after 
the hearing. The THANSCBPT engaged 
new compositors, and then followed a 
series of shameful attacks upon the com- 
pany and its new compositors. Insults 
were heaped on the compositors to a point 
almost nnbearable, and the streets were 
flooded with most bitter denunciatory 
•nd barely half-decent literature. Busi- 
ness men were labored with to withdraw 
their patronage from the marked news- 
paper, and a libelous sheet, named toe 
"Tom Cat" took on its second life for the 
occasion. 


The 'one mam prominent In all this was 


A. C. Thompson, the delegate to the fed- 
eration convention. His name was in the 
"Tom-Cat" as its editor, and at the foot 
of most of the circulars, with the title 
"secretary of the adjustment committee."- 
If adjustment means its opposite, then the 
committee was a grand success. A man 
named Wilkins came as an organizer to 
"adjust" things too, and be ended up 
with a public harang in Columbia opera 
bouse, out of which Thompson might 
have taken lots of circular material had 
he not been envious. In a dozen years, 
perhaps not in the whole history of this 
city, has there been such shameless and 
unjust warfare conducted against any cor- 
poration, and 
tbe 
corporation 
In 


this 
instance 
is 
one 
known for 


its consideration for its employes. The 
present status of the unprecedented 
action is the assailing of a man of un- 
questionable record, and an attempt to 
drag his name down on a level with the 
man who had affixed his name to litera- 
ture which a preceptible trace of com- 
mon decency would discard, and one who 


^ used methods in which the most ex- 


acting analysis .could find no indications 
of fair play. This is • logical position 
for the crusade to have arrived at. It 
began in untruth, and was prosecuted 
without principle, and It has reached its 
highest in untruth and unprincipled 
knifing. 


Who is to blame is a pertinent question. 


The unknown Mr. Thompson is the visi- 
ble head and front of tbe whole offending, 
but those who stood behind him cannot 
escape their share in the responsibility. 
And it is when they are considered that 
the wonder in the case appears. Mr. 
Thompson acted evidently 
in perfect 


good keeping with himself! but it is 
astonishing to observe among his sup- 
porters men of good families, with aims 
in life that might be called ambitions. 
Perhaps the explanation ol this lies in 
that these men deceived themselves in 
thinking they were hidden from the 
sharp public eye, and secreted where the 
inevitable result of their folly would not 
find them out. Tbe cause of the whole 
disgraceful affair in the light of the pres- 
ent time was nothing more worthy than 
spitchand revenge. 
Follow tbe cause of 


things back and the end Is this, and some 
of the young men who were drawn into 
tbe affair and are now out of the city lave 
said as much, and said that no doubt they 
would long regret their share in it. 


The principal question asked is what- 


will labor do about it, will the federation 
take action and will the local labor unions 
inquire if they are suffering from an injus- 
tice done iu their name? The federation 
ii accused of nothing worse than impul- 
siveness, It u argued that a sensible body 
ofmea wculd never have voted to attack 
s, man of high public, standing on the 
unsupported testimony of a comparatively 
unknown itinerant. But Jhat they acted 
on testimony is their/ only de.enie. Their 
action is now beyond their power to undo 
it, and'unleia the executive committee of 
the federation takes the matter In hand 
and investigates it, tb» disgracing vote 
will stand. The allied trade) of the cen- 
tral labor union are not emulous of the 
printers' plans, and ft el like shifting the

Curiously enough Thompson has brought 


the Springfield Union into the trouble. 
In Boston there is published a magazine 
called the New England Printer, which 
its title says, is "published in the interest 
of the printing trades of New England." 
It appears to be a very excellent maga- 
zine and contains much valuable informa. 
tion. 


Among other articles is one contributed 


by President Moffltt of the New England 
Typographical union. It is his report of 
the work of the organization and con- 
tains a statement from a Hartford geu- 
tleman of his work in Holyoke and then 
a statement that a letter was received 
from Secretary Thompson of the North 
Adams Typographical union. 


Then follows the letter from Thompson 


in which after a lot of absalute lies about 
the TRANSCRIPT, too long to publish, 
he says:

man Wright. He is asking for a renomi- 
nation, but we have, I think made it im- 
possible to secure it. The next largest 
stocknolder is W. Murray Crane of Dalton, 
who is running for lieutenant-governor.

we learned if be would keep his promise 
to secure a settlement with the TRAV- 
SCKIPT. After delaying matters as long 
as possible, he at last refused to aid us. 
When I informed him that it would be 
used against him in the campaign, he da- 
fled us.

dertake, no matter hovr big, and we are 
not afraid to attack a seven-tunes mil- 
lionaire if he is ujni'ist us, so we are 
prepared to overture heaven and earth to 
defeat him, and we are going to succeed.

Of all this bile stuff from Thompson, 
he editor-in-chief of the Tom Cat and 
contributing editor of the Evening- Herald 
of this city, the Union says: 


"On August 6, Thompson went before 


a justice of the peace and *wore to a lot 
of statements regarding an Interview with 
Mr. Crane, which statement ha« been pun- 
ished in the Union. He stated that Mr. 
Crane told him that he was not interested 
in the Transcript but that he defied the 
abor unions.

That will come later. The public must 
be educated into silverism by degrees. 


What is a creditor? A fiend in human 


shape who loaned 100 cent dollars and 
doesn't want to bo paid in dollars worth 
GO cents. 


How will fr^o silver help the form- 


fltn? By causing the withdrawal of all 
loan*, paralysis of industry, stagnation 
of commerce and idleness of millions of 
workers who now bny.lana products. 


How will the 16 to 1 scheme benefit 


tlie working classes? By innking them 
pay twice as much for everything they 
bny, while giving them little or no in- 
create in wages. It will also confiscate 
half of their savings bank deposits. 


What i> a silver mine owner? A good, 


kind, unselfish citizen, who doesn't 
want higher prices of silver so that he 
will get rich, but simply because he 
loves his fellow man. 


Does his love for the workers lend 


him to pay more than market rates for 
his labor? Not much. Business and 
sentiment are two different things. Be- 
sides he doesn't have to. 


What is a sound currency? Dollars 


with 50 cents' worth of silver and 50 
cents' worth ot flat or paper dollars all 
fiat. 


What is the chief duty of a good citi- 


zen? To hnte everybody who is indus- 
trious and thrifty, aud to meekly swal- 
low all tire nostrums of the cheap money 
office seekers. 


How can the people be made prosper- 


ous? By getting class against class; dis- 
couraging the investment of capital; 
contracting the currency by ruining em- 
ployers, driving out gold and over- 
throwing our sound financial system.— 
Whidden Graham.

Ffee Coinage Men Not Blmetalllsta. 
Senator Teller calls himself a bi- 


metallist. He defines bimetallism as 
"tli a equal treatment of both gold aud 
silver at the mints." 


Senator Teller ia a silver mouometal- 


list, and so are all advocates of free 
coinage at 16 to 1. They do not aslc 
"equal" but unequal treatment of gold 
and silver at the' mints. All that the 
mint does with gold is to stamp upon it 
the certificate of its value. It stamps 215 
8-10 grains of gold of standard fineness 
as a dollar. The metal is worth a dollar 
before it is stamped. It ia worth a dol- 
lar if melted in the pot. It will bring a 
dollar's worth of value in either shape 
anywhere in the world. 


What the free coinage men ask Is that 


the government shall stamp 412>£ 
grains of silvrr of standard fineness as 
a dollar cinder the arbitrary and obsolete 
ratio of 16 to 1. But this silver is worth 
only 53" cents. If will sell for only 58 
cents if moltod. It will not pass for a 
dollar in the markets of the world, ex- 
cept to be sent back here, whore its legal 
tender quality and the policy cf tb« 
government to make it exchangeable for 
gold keep it current at ite face value. 


In asking this unfair and dishonest 


advantage for silver Mr. Teller there- 
fore demands unequal treatment for the 
metals. And as free coinage of either 
metal at a falpo ratio has everywhere 
and always driven the more rainuble 
coiu out of circulation, it would inevi- 
tably precipitate this country to a silver 
basis, making silver the only money of 
redemption and silver or silver notes the 
only money iu use. 


Tiie freo coinage men are therefore 


not Inmi'tullistB, but mlver niouometal- 
lists. They are contraction) sts. They 
would make money scarcer mstoad of 
moie plentiful, poorer instead of better. 


India, with a population of nearly 


800,000,000, tried in vain to keep the 
bullion value of its silver coins at a par 
with their nominal valno. How can the 
70,000,000 people of the United State* 
expect to succeed where India failed? 


Where Wero the Silver Patriot! In 1873T 


The advocates of tho -cheap silver 


standard pretend that tbe white metal 
is "patriotic," while gold is disloyal. 
One-half of the arguments for 50 cent 
dollars consists of appeals to patriotism 
for votes in favor of the "American 
money" and against tho "traitor gold" 
of England. 


In the happy days before 1873 the 


bullion value of the metal in a silver 
dollar was worth on an average about 
$1.03. Did the noble hearted, patriotic 
silver miners rush to pour their products 
iu to our mints, so that the country would 
have plenty of money? Not by a great 
deal. They were the kind of patriots 
•who shipped their silver oft to France 
as fast as they could send it in order to 
get a little higher price for it. They 
knew that at that time metallic money 
Was scarce in the United States, but 
they didn't care for that. They wanted 
the highest price tot silver bullion, and 
they therefore sold it in tho dearest 
market. Nobody blames them for doing 
so. But now that the price abroad has 
gone down, and they want Uncle Sam 
to give thsm more for their bullion than 
its market value, they tajfc of "patriot- 
ism" aud pretend that they wish to get 
their silver made into dollars in order 
to benefit the country. Nice kind of pa- 
triots they are—men who will send 
their silver away when it is badly need- 
ed and try to unload it on the govern- 
ment when it is cheap and plentiful! 


Have They Cornered the Copper Cent*? 
A majority of the letters from tbe 


•workingnieu in your columns claim that 
gold has appreciated in value since 1873 
and that this appreciation has been 
caused by the wicked bankers who havo 
cornered all the gold. Has any one sug- 
gested that these wicked bankers have 
cornered all the cents? Iu 1873 it re- 
quired 129 cents to purchase only one 
ounce of silver. Today it requires only 
68 cents to purchase this same one 
ounce of silver. In 1879 it required 195 
?eiits to purchase one bushel of wheat. 
Today C3 cents will purchase mie bushel 
of wheat. And yet 100 cents^vill pur- 
chase the same amount of gold today as 
it could in 1878. Clearly, then, it is 
this bad little copper cent that has 
caused all our hard, times and not the 
gold. Lot us compel all of our creditors 
to accept five mills instead of ten for 1 
conk—Common Sense in New fork

The most successful shipments of ap- 


ples are made in New York barrels, 
which carry about 8 bushels and weigh 
about 118 pounds. Tbe freight upon 
each of these barrels from American to 
European ports averages less than II. 
During the fiscal year ended June SO, 
1895, we shipped 818,711 barrels abroad, 
valued at |l,854,818. It is also.learned 
from the yearbook of the United States 
department of agriculture that export 
shipments of apples from any of the 
states east of the Rocky mountains can 
be made remunerative. _, 


The apple among fruit* is as staple 


and universally demanded as beef among 
meats. The variety which has sold for 
the highest price in British markets is 
the Albemarle Pippin, which is success- 
fully grown to its greatest perfection in 
the state of Virginia. This variety hg« 
at times netted the growers $7 a barrel 
in the orchards. It in a remarkably fine 
keeper, of delicious flavor and beautiful 
coloring. The profits of intelligent hor- 
ticulture along the Atlantic seaboard 
cannot .well be overestimated. The suc- 
cess in foreign marts of the Pacific 
states fruit growers and shippers, labor- 
ing under the disadvantage of a rail 
carriage from the Pacific to tbe Atlan- 
tic, should stimulate all horticulturists 
this side of the Rocky mountains to 
further secure sales for their products 
in Europe.

Them coins gained such a reputation 
that they became a pattern, so that 
others of the same kind, though made 
in other places, took the name, the word 
assuming different spelling through the 
low countries, reaching Spain as dol 
lars, and through its provinces trans 
mittedto the western hemisphere, where 
it was applied lo coins prior.to the 
adoption of the federal currency. In 
coinage the word 'dollar' is a favorite, 
being found, under various spellings, in 
almost evexv part of the globe."

ceived from various points throughout 
the country show that no point is 
exempt from the torrid weather. At 
Elgin, 111., yesterday a son of Mrs. 
Loretta Mott died of prostration. 
Gerald McCheaney died from sunstroke. 
Mrs J. J. Hartman waa stricken 
down and will die. Five others are in 
a serious condition. For three days 
the mercury soared above 1*0 at 
Evansvllle, Ind., and two deaths hava 
been reported. At Kansas City yester- 
day 103 was reached, the 
highest 


point since the bureau was opened, 
eight years ago. Despite the intense 
heat, few prostrations were reported. 
At Anderson, Ind., there was intense 
Buffering among the men in the nail 
factories. There were three prostra- 
tions in the city. 
Dispatches from 


Alton, Springfield and Belvldere, 111., 
Indicate the hottest weather on record. 
Outdoor work has been suspended at 
all these points. Vegetation is being 
burned up by the heat, and in many 
localities a water famine is threatened. 
The Wabash railroad 
officials have 


closed the shops of the entire system 
pending the heated term. At Alton 
the mercury ranged from 105 to 113 
in the shade. 
Milan, Mo., reported

AH 
records were broken at Jefferson, la., 
where the thermometer registered 106 
in the shade. At Tiffin, O., Henry 
Downey, an aged and wealthy farmer, 
was overcome by the heat yesterday 
and dropped dead while unhitching 
his horses after a trip to the otty.

Peoria, 111., and Valparaiso, Ind., 
there were many prostrations. 
At 


De* Moines, la., a record of 98 degrees 
in the shade was reached and two fa- 
talities were reported At Milwaukee, 
Rudolph Salmon, treasurer of th* 
Ernst Salmon Commission company, 
was struck by a bolt of lightning and 
instantly killed. The thunder shower 
in which Mr. Salmon lost his life came 
in the middle of one of the hottest 
days of the year. At Springfield, III, 
the day was the hottest of the rear, 
the maximum temperature of 98 de- 
grees prevailing, the street thormome- 
ters registering 102. Th* Wabash 
railroad shops, employing 350 men, 
closed indefinitely on account of the 
fearful heat. 


SwoMorins; In MlobJcaa. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Aug. 10.—The 


last five days have been the warmest 
ever known in western Michigan. Th* 
thermometer here was above 100 all 
day yesterday and toward* evening 
only lost ten points. Several fatalities 
have been reported.

New York, Aug. 10.—The heated

DAMAGE TO THE MAINE.
